S.O. 968(E) ,—-In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(a) of sub-section (3) of section 17 of the Employees’ provident 
Fund and Miscellaneous Provisions A &L 1952 (19 of 1952), 
and in supersession of the notification: Df the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. ■ 722(E) dated the 21st 
December, 1978, the Central Government hereby directs that 
every employer in relation to an establishment exempted under

ment, and that the said Board of Trustees shall invest every 
month within a period of two weeks from the date of receipt of the 
said contributions from the employer, the Provident Fund 
accumulations in respect of the establishment or as the case may 
be, of the employee, or class of employees that is to say, the 
contributions, interest and other receipts as reduced by any 
obligatory outgoings, in accordance w'tli the following pattern,
